Asks Order To Force Holy Land Peace 


PARIS — (INS) — UN Mediator 
Ralph Bunche last night formally 
asked the Security ‘Council to 
order Jews and Arabs to negotiate 
an armistice as a prelude to a 
Holy Land peace. 

The Council will meet Thursday, 
mainly to consider an Anglo-Chi- 
nese resolution for sanctions 
against the belligerents if they 
disobey the UN. 

U. S. Sec. of State Marshall pre- 
sumably was defeated in any plan 
aimed at postponing the Palestine 
issue, 

British Minister of State Hector 
MeNeil arrived in Paris from Lon- 
don in the wake of Marshall’s trip 
there. Reliable informants said he 
had specific instructions to press 
the issue of possible Holy Land 
sanctions. 

McNeil also will try to jam into 
the political committee debate the 
peace plan of the late Count Folke 
Bernadotte. This plan includes a 
revision of the territorial awards 
of the original partition plan. 

Bunche’s plan, which he de- 
clares is within the framework of 
the Bernadotte program, first be- 
came known Saturday., 

It is termed a “peace mermoran- 
dum” and he submitted it last 
night to the council’s subcommittee 
on Palestine. 

Bunche urged a quick council 
order to the warring factions to 


cease-fire enforced either by broad 


demilitarized belts between the 
Arab and Israeli forces, large-scale 
military withdrawals or demobili- 
zation by both sides. 


The council subcommittee at a 
late hour last night had given no 
assurances that it will put the plan 
before the, full council Thursday. 
Bunche urged speedy considera- 
tion because he said the present 
tenuous truce cannot be main- 
tained indefinitely. 

Subcommittee Chairman Fer- 
nand Van Langenhove, of Belgium, 
called the Thursday session to 
consider the subcommittee report 
on handling the sanctions resolu- 
tion several hours before Bunche 
made his plea. 

Dmitri Manuilsky, Ukrainian 
delegate, tried to block the sanc- 
tions issue by introducing a new 
text similar to the Bunche plan.

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As the Votes Were Cast 


As we write, the cold fingers of an 
Autumn wind still drip a rain that has 
fallen all day over most of the central 
and northern section of the State as Geor- 
gia and the sister States went to the polls. 


The hour for closing the polls is still 
a little while away, as this is written, but 
one may see in the balloting many results 
other than those of the winners and the 
losers. Particularly is this so for the 


South. | 1 


While the critics. talk of disfranchise- 
ment in the South, the South points to the 
fact that more Negroes are voting than 
ever before in her political history. While 
the viewers-with-alarm speak of the Ku 


Klux Kian and’ intimidation, the South 


points to the fact that it has been but 25 
years since the Klan was a terrifying 
force, and that while today it is as con- 
temptible and as harmful to justice as 
before, it is but a shell ofthe power it 
knew a quarter century ago. 


Against it is rallied all that is best 
in the South. It cannot achieve any real 
substance. 


There were, in the balloting, many fac- 
tors of which the civil rights controversy, 
distorted and perverted to the basest po- 
litical use, was but one. Already written 
in the results is the inevitable fact that 

more and more human rights are to have 
fuller and fuller recognition in the South, 
stripped of legislative fiat, and existing 
because a just people will them to exist. 


The barriers against such a development 
are not built on rock, but on sands of 
poverty and inadequate information. 

Written in this election, too, is the fact 
of a troubled South, seeing little to feel 
good about in either major candidate and 
none at all in Wallace or Thurmond. 

A region in transition, seeing the mule 
going and the tractor and cotton picker 
coming; witnessing the steady loss of ru- 
ral population and the _ corresponding 
growth of urban totals; uneasily recogniz- 
ing that while industry is coming it must 
come faster to take up the pressure in the 
cities and towns; hopefully observing the 
pastures where once cotton only grew— 
a region in this transition period is fearful 
that in this election there is some awful 
portent of an attack by industry on the 
farm support plan which would smash 
a South stretched thin by all that is in- 
volved in the going of the mule and the 
coming of the tractor. 

Written in the balloting, too, is an- 
other fact for which the vote totals are 
not required. That is the real revolt 
against the one-party system. This year it 
is not an angry South against Al Smith 
because he is a Catholic and a wet, but a 
South angrily examining itself and de- 
bating its political bonds, and determined 
to make this campaign the starting point 
of a real assault on the ancient barricades 
of the one-party system, with its feudal 
demands of loyalty. 

All this, and more, is written in the 
balloting and all this is known even be- 
fore the ballot boxes close and the first 
ballot is counted. 


‘Mukden Is Very Far Away, But-- 


Chinese Communists have completed 
the conquest of Manchuria, the fall of 
Mukden assuring them that important 
“victory. 

For a long time most of Manchuria has 
been in Communist hands. The Russians, 
who now are planning to “withdraw” 
from Germany, leaving only a few gar- 
risons, “withdrew” sometime ago from 
Manchuria. It was a typical Soviet with- 
drawal, accompanied by much pious 
pointing by the Soviets and considerable 
speech-making about how they were act- 
ing in Democratic fashion. 

The only trouble with this was they 
had notified the Chinese Communists, who 
were ready. As the Soviets moved out 
the Chinese Communists poured in. The 
Soviets made much of the fact they were 
not supplying arms to the Communists. 
They mentioned not at all the fact they 
left behind, at prearranged spots, great 
stores of Japanese war materials which 


the Communists took and used—according 
to plan. : 

American military advice to Chiang 
Kai-shek was to let Manchuria go—that 
it was impossible for him to retake it. 
They urged he consolidate and make 
strong that part of China which he con- 
trolled—a sizable job in itself. But the 
great prize of China—and the old axiom 
that he who owns Manchuria owns China 
—made him try. Mukden has long been 
isolated. He has tried to supply it with 
an inadequate airlift. Now he has lost 
the city and the vast garrison, plus much 
“face.” He is politically much weaker 
and his political opposition will be en- 
couraged to sharper attacks. His govern- 
ment is left much more feeble, and morale, 
already low, is almost gone. 

One of the most important jobs the 
winner in yesterday’s U. S. election will 
have is to re-examine our entire position 
on China. | 


M. L. ST. JOHN 
Even Now They re Getting Ready for 1950 


The ink is hardly dry on yesterday’s ballots when Georgians went through the formality of con- 
firming the Democratic nominee as Governor. Yet, even before the Governor-Elect for the next two, 
years gets a chance to take office, a race already is developing for the Governorship in 1950. Leaders 
in both political factions are grooming themselves as possible candidates. 


State Treasurer George B. Hamilton is the lat- 
est prospect seen on the anti-Talmadge side. This 
was seen a few days ago when a writer did a sur- 
prising article, stating that Hamilton would be 
the object of a “cold war” from the Talmadge 
administration, and recalling the fights Hamilton 
had had with the Governor-Elect’s father in 
previous years. Hamilton is a former National 
Treasurer of the Democratic Party, quitting that 
post because of Truman’s civil rights program: 
He has served as a national official of the Klan. 
Hamilton has been State Treasurer since 1932. 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook appears to be 
building himself up for a gubernatorial race 
in 1950. Cook, who makes a good appear- 

ance as a speaker, is doing more and more 
speaking to civic groups. His friends saw 
him as the lurgest figure on the herizon for 

41950 after Acting Gov. Thompson war de- 
feated this year, carrying down with him for- 
mer Govs. Arnall and Rivers. Others, hew- 
ever, believe Arnall will be the man to lead 
the comeback in 195v. 


- The name of Jimmy Carmichael, who de- 
feated the late Eugene Talmadge in popular votes 
but lost on the county-unit svstem in 1946, still 
is mentioned for future races. But no one is sure 
whether Carmichael will ever return to politics. 

Meanwhile, the move of Thompson in starting 
a political weekly newspaper shows that he plans 
either to try a comeback in 1950 or be on hand 
for any eventuality at that time. 

On the other side of the picture, there is talk 
that Herman Talmadge may try to get another 
term as Governor—there is a likelihood that Sen. 
George will not retire. If George does retire, Tal- 
madge could be expected to use his record as 
Governor to seek the Senatorship. 

Lt. Gov.-Elect Marvin Griffin will be seek- 
ing a promotion to Governor in 1950, observ- 
ers believe. He served as Executive Secretary to 
Gov. Rivers and Adjutant General to Gov. Arnall 
before going to the other side of the fence in 
1946. After running second to Thompson for 
Lieutenant Governor that year, he teamed with 
Herman Talmadge this year and carried more 
votes than Talmadge. 

Democratic National Committeeman Robert 
Elliott is also seen as a prospective’ gubernatorial 
candidate in 1950. Friends say that Elliott, one 
of the best orators in the House in 1947, would 
like to take a shot at it. 

Mentioned again as a gubernatorial candidate 
is Roy Harris, Talmadge advisor who also has 
his own political weekly. 


In addition to'the developing battle in 
the 1950 Democratic Primary, the Republi- 


cans are promising te put up a guberna- 
torial candidate that year in a real effort 
to develop Georgia into a two-party State. 
Harry Sommers and Elbert Tuttle were 
considered as candidates this year, but the 
party failed to enter a slate of candidates. 
L. P. Glass, of Fairburn, says he will run 
as a prohibition candidate for Governor 
in 1950. 


WHEN THE Legislature meets next January, .

I recall that it was a very cool day for 
Chicago and I was grateful for it, walking to the 
hotel where a Senator from Missouri, Harry S. 
Truman, had his rooms. 


_ It was the day before the 1944 convention opened and already 
it was obvious that Henry Wallace was out and the tides were 
running toward Sen, Truman. 

I got in to see him almost immediately. We talked for a while. 
And, of course,.I asked him how he felt about the probability he 
would be the Vice President. 

He was torn between pride, as any man would have been, and 
worry. 

“I honestly don’t want it,” he said. “I haven't the money to 
be Vice President, It requires a lot of entertaining and expenses 
outside the official position. 

“The soeial part of it would be all right. I've got a wife who 
can take care of that part easily,” he said, with open pride in 
his wife. “But I don’t want it. The boys tell me it’s mine if I 
will say the word. But I don’t know.” 


Later, of course, he did say the word. 


Appraisal History, I think, will be kind to him. He has tried 

honestly to be a good President and to serve his 
country well. He was thrust into the presidency to follow one of 
our greatest Presidents and into a situation which would have tested 
the best of any of our great leaders of the past. 


_ He himself removed most of the wartime controls. The infla- 
tion we have has not soared to the great heights it has attained 
in other countries. Yet, he railed against the removal of controls, 
which he himself had begun, with apparent honesty. I do not 
think it ever occurred to him there was any connection between 
his early removal of controls, at a time when many of his ad- 
visers were saying all we needed to avoid a rise in the cost of 
living was production, and the later breakdown of OPA. 


He did bring back to Government the Cabinet and also a sup- 
plementary “kitchen Cabinet.” They had said of Roosevelt he 
would never take advice, that he was a one-man show. Ironically, 
and especially so since he chose men from big business, many were 
to damn Truman for haying such poor advice. That he was be- 


trayed by some is obvious. 

Help When the war ended and most of the men who had ability 
left the government service and went into business to make 

money, he had to call on his friends to fill in. Therefore, the jokes 

about Missouri being depopulated and the Missouri gang in Wash- 

ington. 

It is one of our paradoxical attitudes that few men want to 
make a career of government service, especially in the top levels, 
and yet we heartily curse our government because it is inefficient. 
Truman tried desperately to get good men to take top jobs. He 
got only a few. 

Thomas E. Dewey will encounter the same difficulty, although 
he has been trying to avoid it by lining up able Republicans who 
will take government administrative positions. 

FDR Franklin D. Roosevelt was able to gather around him many 

extremely good men. We sometimes forget them in re- 
Since his 
death the quality of the administration steadily has declined. It is 
this factor alone which has convinced many persons that thé Demo- 
cratic Party needs to be removed. The machinery of its adminis- 
tration has slowed down. Dewey. at least, will bring to it a new 
enthusiasm and a fresh approach from men who believe they can 
do a job and that it will pay political dividends. 

Dewey’s success or failure will depend upon what he is able 
to do as an administrator. A coldly efficient administration, lack- 
ing in an appreciation of the humanities, will destroy him. He 
must find, somehow, the men who will do an efficient job and 
Am too, a warmth and an understanding which the people 

emand.

Here are some more facts which may be of 
interest: 

The boundary line between the lands of the 
Creeks and Cherokees runs approximately 10 
miles north of Tallapoosa. It runs east and 
west, or nearly so, into Alabama and is still 
recognized. It was here the surveyors met when 
the original land lines were run in this section. 
The lots south of this line consist of 202% acres. 
Those north contain only 40. I wish someone 
who knows’ of this line would follow it through 
and tell us where it goes, both east and_ west 
of here. . 

About three miles northeast of Tallapoosa 
is a spot which has long been known-as the “Hut 
Field.” It is located on a creek not far from 


. where. it flows into the Tallapoosa River. 


This was once an Indian village. It is now 
a flat creek bottom, cultivated, its soi] unlike 
that of the surrounding territory. The land 
here is dark, with a charcoal look, as if many 
fires had burned there. Arrowheads can be 
picked ap almost anywhere. 

Like Mr. Carnes, I, too, feel a sadness when 
I think of the true American.- It must have 
béen a time of great sorroW when the-red men . 
realized that they must give up their beautiful 
Southland to a strange people and move their 
families to a land they did not know.

Electoral College Reform Necessary 


WASHINGTON—One phase of the presidential election this year upon which all fair-minded per- 
sons perhaps can agree, whatever their political preferences or predilections, is the demonstration of 
the need for reform in our antiquated electoral college process of choosing our chief executives. 
We have seen dramatized, as never before in our time, how the electoral system can be confused 


and distorted by a minority element—in this case by the Dixiecrats in the South. 


This extreme 


example has provoked discussion of the whole problem which, in its course, reveals how a change 
can work constructively in many directions to give us real popular election of our Presidents. 


Alabama provided the most glaring case this 

. It was not possible to vote for President 
Truman there. He was not on the ballot. Yet, 
shocking as that may seem in a nation that 
boasts of its free elections, it was legal in the 
strict. sense under our electoral system. 


Legally electors are free agents. The orig- 
inal idea of the electoral college was for ‘the 
people to choose men—electors—who would 
gather after they had been chosen and them- 
selves designate the man they thought best fitted 
among the candidates. But, for over a hundred 
years, electors have come by custom to be con- 
sidered not free agents but, as it was put in 
a California Supreme Court decision, “they are 
in effect no more than messengers whose sole 
duty is to certify and transmit election returns.” 


In the Alabama primary there was a 
contest between proposed electors for Presi- 
dent Truman and for Gov. J. Strom Thur- 
mond, of South Carolina, the Dixiecrat presi- 
dential candidate. Electors for the latter 
won all 11 places and so were put on the 
regular Democratic ballot. While there was 
evidence of confusion among the voters and 
charges were made that some electors had 
not openly announced themselves before the 
primary for Gov. Thurmond, tt worked out 
re ag electors were for the Dixiecrat can- 


An even more high-handed process was at- 
tempted in Louisiana. The State Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee merely met and threw Presi- 
dent Truman off the ballot. A storm of protest 
brought a correction of this by a special session 
of the Legislature which put the President on 
the ballot later. In two other Southern States 
there were split electoral lists, with two Thur- 


mond electors in Tennessee and four in Florida 
on both regular Democrat and Dixiecrat ballots. 


The unprecedented “stretching” of the 
electoral system in these cases would be 
stopped under a proposed constitutional 
amendment sponsored jointly by Rep. Ed 
Gossett, Democrat, Texas, and Sen. Henry 
Cabot Lodge, Republican, Massachusetts. 
Only a little pressure should be necessary 
to get this through Congress and submitted 
to the States for ratification, since the 
judiciary committees of both House and Sen- 
ate approved it unanimously in the last Con- 
gress and the Republican platform pledges 
that party to revise the electoral system to 
get popular election of Presidents. 


The Gossett-Lodge proposal would abolish the 
electoral college as such, through retaining‘the 
electoral system of measuring the result. Each 
candidate would be given the proportion of the 
electoral votes of each State to which his popular 
vote there entitled him, so that the electoral 
vote would represent the percentage of the popu- 
lar vote, nationwide, that each candédate re- 
ceived. This would be automatic, with nothing 
left to chance through the whim of individual 


- electors. 


Also, among other advantages, such a reform 
would make unnecessary the present concentra- 
tion on a few big States with big electoral 
votes, since electoral votes would be divided on 
the- proportional basis of popular votes. This 
would tend to minimize appeals to minorities 
and to prejudices, such_as happened in the clos- 
ing days of the campaign this year, as well as 
the heavy expenditure of money in those States 
that conduces to corruption.

On the night of Oct. 27, a little piece trickled 
into the International News in New York which 
said that once again the question had been put 
to Bubblehead whether he did or didn’t write 
the goofy Guru letters to Nicholas Roerich and 
other inmates of the fun-factory on Riverside 
Drive. T time, Galahad Wallace, so-called 
because in his childhood an aunt of his was a 
bum judge of character, deviated from the old 
answer that he never discussed any matters with 
Westbrook Pegler, a man of great charm, if any- 
one should ask you, or any stooge thereof. In- 
stead, Mortimer Snerd whipped a long strand of 
slaver off his chin with his sleeve and answered: 
“Nope, nope, nope, public thinkers pay no atten- 
tion to such poppycock.” By poppycock, he 
meant the goofy lettersecalling Roerich master, 
running on insanely about the need of purifying 
fires to redeem mankind and speculating on the 
kind of government that would rule the United 
States when the Mahatma got in.

I keep gathering information about Doctor 
Jumble and his complicity in the affairs of Nick 
Roerich and I have not failed to notice that 
Roosevelt, too, was mixed up in it. I cited just 
the other day the letter that Roosevelt wrote to 
Louis L. Horch, the grand exalted nougat of the 
nut-house on the drive, hoping that Louie would 
be able to drag his lamasery out of debt and 
complications: Now I find that the cult was do- 
ing a big business importing art, free of duty, 
and selling it at prices higher than an English- 
man’s pants.

Rukmini Devi, an artist and dancer from South India, of Hindu 
birth, has had many years observing “modern” woman from her 
position as wife of the late Dr. George Aarondale, President of the 
Theosphical Society, and as a lifelong subject of _the British, 
whom she respects as friends for their great, unbending morality, 
but deplored as rules for their unimaginative sovereignty. 

She came to Atlanta yesterday to prepare for the public ap- 


pearances here at The Castle. 


She will dance tonight, in a re- 


cital of Bharata Natya, the classical dances of her native land, 

and will appear tomorrow evening in a lecture on the renaissance 

of art in India, which she says is very genuine and heartening. 
“For years our education taught us to be poor copies of 
Western civilization,” she said, “and we had almost lost our 
own ancient Indian culture. Now there is a great rebirth of 
interest in the dance, fine music, and art, all on a purely 


Indian tradition.” 


Rukmini herself, a tawny, dark-eyed beauty with graying hair, 
wears the scarlet caste mark on her brow, and owns nothing but 


Indian clothing.

“We are going back, in India, to the old Indian belief that the 


most important thing in life is the home,” she said, “with the 
conviction that the nation becomes part of the home, not vice versa. 


“We believe it would be a good idea everywhere. I am sad for | 


the lost, bewildered children of parents who have cast aside the 


security of safe homes.” 


She said all Indians are deeply ashamed of the assassination 
of Gandhi, but ventured the opinion that it was his murder that 
shocked the warring religions _into peace.
